FOR TOBACCO WORMS. 

CoTernraent Experimznts Prove That It Is 
More Eflicient (lian Paris Green 
And WiU hat Buii The Crap. 

Tobacco grov.-ers in K-Mttncky. Ten- 
nessee and adjoining Slates an- ad-. ise-J 
by Governniciit speci lists to us.- ar- 
senate of le. il in fri ein.; their crop of 
hornworms-tlie ■^i\-dt"Ai pest tliat the 
grower in tbe dark-tcbacco districts 
has to face. Arsenate of lead ia said 
to be both efEeetive and safer than 
Paris green which has been osed ex- 
tensively against the peste for some 
years. With it there is no risk of 
burning the tobacco and this alone, in 
the opinion of the United States De- 
partment of iXgricullure. makes its use 
advisable despite the somewhat increa£> 
ed expense.' In additkm it appears, an 
like Paris green, to Iwve no ~ ~ 
effect upon the operator. 

Until recci t years it was i-astoniary 
t o jdci"; off the ho. nwi,;njE by 
■•hand v> o: n.ing"" a.- the worK v. as 
called. As laij-jr grew scarcer and iess 
effective, however, this method became 
too expensive and growers were cor - 
peiltd to employ an insecticide. Of 
those iirst employed, Paris green prov- 
ed the most satisfactory-or rather the 
lekst unsatisfactory for it frequently ! 
causes a con.«idcrabie loss. In 1912. 
for exijnipie. in several lii ids in Ten- 
ne. yee it was e.-ti::; i-..ea tiiat the ut'ni- 
a^e done by I'lui. trot-n ranged ironi 
10 to 25 per cent of tbe gross value of 
tbe crop. Exceptional cases an on 
record where the damage has ran as 
high as 50 per cent. Arsenate of lead 
causes f.one of this daniuge, a; cordintr 
to staten.onts in Fanner;;' Bulletin 5i>o. 
'■.\rst r.ali; Ol i.eao as an Insecticide | 
Againat the Tobacco Hornworins in the 1 
Dark-Tobacco Districts," just publish- 
ed by the U. S- Department of Agri- 
culture. On one occasion foar acres of 
Kentudty tobacco were treated with an 
application of 51 pounds per acre of 
powdered arsenate of lead at a time 
when the worms averageu two a plant. 
Tu o days later I :i.y foiir li.e worms 
were found in tlie entire tieid. Weather 
conditions undoubtedly contributed to 
esteblisb tiiis extraordinary resalt. bat 
they do not aceoaat for tbo fact that 
there was no injury to the tobacco 
from poison burn. The crop was well 
advanced and at a stage whoa Paris 
grteii burn is very common. 

To secure the best results, arsenate 
of lead should be mixed withsomeform 
of carrier. A nooibor of oxpsriaMato 
indicate that the asost aatH&etory car- 
rier is flnaly-aiftad, freshly-bnraed 
wood ashes of which a quantity at least 
equal to that of the poison should be 
used. The two should be nii.xed very 
thoroughly and then applied when 
there is no breeze and the dow ia StlH 
upon tbe tobacco. 

A dust gon oMwe powerful than tbe 
hand power oaea now in general oso is 

requisite if tbe application is to he even 
thoroagh and thorefora effective. 

The cost of this treatment depends, 
of couise, upon the condition of the 
crop. It is esiin.ated, nowever. that 
in years when v.-orn:s are plentiful band 
worndi.g cbsts from ifti to ;jilO an aero. 
Paris green will do the same aoMantot ! 
work for not mote than $2 an acre and 
arsenate of lead at a cost of from $:j to ' 
$a an acre. From 31 to o pounds of. 
the latter should be used at eaci aji- , 
piicalioii, not i..clodin;^, of course, tiie < 
Weight of the carrier. S.nce powdeied 
arsenate of lead retails at approxi- 
mately 25 cents a pound, the cost of 
eash application will range from S8 
cento to il,2». or leas if the material I 
is purchased in large quantities ex- ' 
elusive of the cost of lii. -.,. rier li.':por 
ana other factors. Th:s iv. iv Si.em ex- 
pensive, U'at it must i,e :-ernemi.!er.-d. 
the bulletin points out, tiiat arsenate 
ot lead 13 recommended not for its 
cheapness but because it is certain not 
to injure the t o ba e oa. In some yean 
one application may be sufficient; in 
others two or even three may be neces- 
sary. The number of cti'^g and young 
worms that appear on the plants will 
decide 

Although the arsenate can be applied 
as a water spray in tbe proportioa of 
three or four pounds to 100 of water, 
the powdered form is the one recom- 
mended by the Government experts. 
It is important, moreover, that there 
should be a large p'.rcentage of arsenic 
oxid ir. the poison. In order to obtain 
this tne customer should insist upon 
what ia known as tbe diplumbic and 
not the tciplomhic foim of arsenate of 
lead. For his guidance the bnlietin 
lays down the following rale: | 

"In order to be sure of receiving the 
diplumbic form, demand that the 
manufacturer and dealer guarantee 
that the arsenate of lead you buy con- 
tains at leaat 90 per cent of arsenic 
oxid ( Aa SOB) in which not more than 1 
per cent ia fosa or water^olaitlo."
